Chairman VanWeelden opened the meeting with a moment of silence.   It was moved by 
Gordy seconded by Rouw to approve the agenda.  All present voted aye.  Motion carried. 
 
It was moved by Rouw seconded by VanWeelden to appoint Greg Gordy as Chairman for 
2003.  All present voted aye.  Motion carried.  It was moved by VanWeelden seconded 
by Gordy to name Lawrence Rouw as Vice-Chairman for 2003.  All present voted aye.
